They 
are  job  security,  job  versatility,  and  un- 
limited opportunities  for  advancement. 
Some  of  the  jobs  the  graduates  may  find 
are:  watch  repair  technicians,  clock 
repair,  jewelry  repair,  jewelry  sales,  and 
watch  repair  estimations.
